Early morning blaze in converted house sends 11 out into the cold

A fire in an apartment 
building in north-end 
Halifax interrupted a 
late-night study session 
Thursday morning. 

“The girls on the second 
floor smelt it or saw it and 
banged on our door,” said 
Dalhousie student 

Jonathan Weinberg. He 
and his three 
third-floor 
roommates 
raced out the 
front door of 
2468 Robie St. 
shortly after 
midnight as 
the fire 

roared up the

upper two floors. 

Most found overnight 
accommodation with 
friends and the Red Cross 
put two people up in ho¬ 
tels. 

Weinberg was back at 
his flat later on Thursday. 

“It smells really awful,” 
he said, adding he wasn’t 
sure if he wanted to stay 
there. 

Ted Larsen, the Progres¬ 
sive Conservative candi- 
_date for Hali¬ 
fax Citadel- 
Sable Island, 
owns the 
building. 

He was on 
the scene just 
after mid¬ 
night and 
said it ap¬ 
peared to 
have been an 
accidental 


Georgian house. 

“This whole thing was 
on fire,” he said, gestur¬ 
ing to the rear of the 
building. 

“We saw it pouring out 
of the sides. The whole 
place was lit up.” 

Weinberg estimated 11 
people lived in the build¬ 
ing, with students on the 


fire. The building is struc¬ 
turally sound, he noted. 

“There’s no reason the 
tenants can’t stay there,” 
he said, adding they can 
opt out of renting if they 
want. 

Halifax Regional Fire 
Service Capt. Dave Mel- 
drum said the department 
was still investigating the 
cause of the fire as of 
press time Thursday.

Boardwalk shut down 

Construction not expected to affect summer festivals 



Work has begun on the wharfs and boardwalk behind the Maritime Museum of the Atlantic. The 
project will take five months to complete and the boardwalk and wharfs will be closed during the 
project, except between June 30 and Aug. 16 to accommodate the Tall Ships and Buskers festivals.

A section of boardwalk on 
the Halifax waterfront will 
be shut down for months 
for a $i-million 
replacement, but is not ex¬ 
pected to affect summer 
festivals. 

The area behind the Mar¬ 
itime Museum of the At¬ 
lantic has already been 
fenced off. It will stay that 
way until June 30 as the 
stretch of boardwalk and 
wharfs are entirely re¬ 
placed. 

The area will then re¬ 
open for most of July and 
August for the Tall Ships 
and Busker festivals, then 
close again to finish. 

“We’ve already put into 
place the planning we 
would need to make sure 
the festivals can still go 
ahead,” said Jasmine Mar¬ 
shall of the Maritime Mu¬ 
seum of the Atlantic. 

“They’re going to ap¬ 
proach it in three phases, 
and the boardwalk will be 
the first priority. We may 
not be able to, for exam¬ 
ple, open up the wharfs 
(on June 30).” 

The area is supposed to 
reopen from the beginning 


of July to Aug. 16. It will 
then close again until the 
project is done, which is 
scheduled for the end of 
August. 

In the meantime, people 
walking along the water¬ 
front will have to go up to 
Lower Water Street to get 
around the museum. 

“It’s a veiy minor de¬ 
tour,” said Marshall. 


“You’re basically just going 
around the building and 
you can head right back 
onto the boardwalk.” 

The waterfront will also 
look different because of 
another nearby project — 
the renovation of Mur¬ 
phy’s on the Water. 

Construction there has 
been ongoing throughout 
the winter and is due to 


wrap up in May. Once com¬ 
plete, there will be a much 
more vibrant exterior, says 
Murphy’s general manager 
Jeff Farwell. 

Changes include a new 
colour to the building, 
more lighting and a 
canopy system so the 
restaurant, which current¬ 
ly operates seasonally, can 
run all year round. 








Stanfield's proposes four-day workweek 


A reduced workweek is be¬ 
ing explored at one of 
Truro’s oldest companies 
in the wake of a soft retail 
climate.

Perhaps the first person in 
the world to do a mid-air 
flip on a pogo stick was in 
Halifax Thursday showing 
off his skills.

to eight feet of height. 

He began by taking 
springs off of a stick and 
practising on a trampoline.

Time to get on the ball 
for climate change: MP 


Another study on the sus¬ 
pected impact of global 
warming has Bill Casey 
growing increasingly con¬ 
cerned for low-lying areas 
along the Bay of Fundy. 

A study published earlier 
this week in the scientific 
journal Nature Geoscience 
suggests Nova Scotia and 
the bay will 
be subject to 
the worst ef¬ 
fects of global 
warming and 
rising sea lev¬ 
els. 

“Now is the 
time to start 
assessing the problems and 
planning remedial action, 
not later when there is a cri¬ 
sis,” the Cumberland-Colch- 
ester-Musquodoboit Valley 
MP said, adding there are 
now several reports suggest¬ 
ing there will be sea level 
problems in the bay caused 
by global warming. “It’s just 
another signal, another 
warning that we have to get 
on the ball.” 

The study, prepared by 
Jianjun Yin of the Centre for 
Ocean-Atmospheric Predic¬ 
tion Studies at Florida State 
University, Michael E.

Schlesinger of the Climate 
Research Group at the Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois, and 
Ronald J. Stouffer of the 
Geophysical Fluid Dynam¬ 
ics Laboratory at Princeton, 
used computer models and 
sea current studies to pre¬ 
dict the northeastern coast 
of North America will expe- 

_rience higher 

sea level in¬ 
creases than 
any other 
area of the 
planet. 

The scien¬ 
tists said cli¬ 
mate change 
will not only cause ice to 
melt, but will also affect 
ocean currents. This, cou¬ 
pled with the geography of 
the ocean floor, will in turn 
generate even greater in¬ 
creases in the sea levels 
along the northeast coast of 
the continent. 

“This will have an even 
greater impact on the Bay of 
Fundy due to the exaggerat¬ 
ed tides here,” Casey said. 

Casey received a commit¬ 
ment from Environment

Farmers markets and local 
food producers will 
receive $1,267 million 
from the provincial 
government. 

Some of that money will 
go towards helping the 
Halifax Farmers’ Market 
move to a new location at 
Pier 20. The market has 
outgrown its current loca¬ 
tion in the Keith’s Brewery, 
seeing about 6,000 cus¬ 
tomers each week. 

The new location would 
offer twice as much space 
and allow the market to 
open six days per week, in¬ 
stead of only Saturdays. 
The total cost of the new 
location is $10 million, 
much of which has already 
been raised. 

The project has garnered 
funding support from all 
three levels of govern¬ 


ment. Yesterday’s an¬ 
nouncement targeted di¬ 
rect food marketers 
around the province. 

Four other projects will 
also receive funding. 

Taproot Farms in Port 
Williams, Kings Co., will 
get money to launch a 
community-shared agricul¬ 
ture venture and build a 
commercial kitchen and 
roadside stand. 

O’Connell’s Family Farm 
in Upper Stewiaclce will re¬ 
ceive funding to upgrade 
its meat-cutting facility 
and develop a stable loca¬ 
tion for the Stewiaclce Val¬ 
ley Farmers’ market. 

The Cape Breton Farm¬ 
ers’ Market in Sydney Riv¬ 
er will get help for renova¬ 
tion. 

The Celtic Country Mar¬ 
ket in Bras d’Or will get 
money towards expanding 
for value-added processing 
and marketing local prod¬ 
ucts.

Immigrants fare better in suburbs 

New study finds big cities are struggling to meet labour needs

Recent immigrants in 
smaller suburban commu¬ 
nities are faring better 
than those setting roots in 
big cities when it comes to 
jobs, incomes and home- 
ownership, says a new 
study that measures new¬ 
comers’ life quality across 
Canada. 

While the majority of all 
types of immigrants still 
settle in big cities, an in¬ 
creasing number of estab¬ 
lished immigrants — those 
who come under the eco¬ 
nomic class as investors 
and skilled professionals — 
are headed to smaller com¬ 


munities. Also, immigrants 
here as dependants under 
family unifications, or as 
refugees, are more likely to 
concentrate in big cities, 
said the report, released 
Thursday by the Federation 
of Canadian Municipalities. 

The number of newcom¬ 
ers settling in Toronto sub¬ 
urbs, for example, grew by 
an average of 72.5 per cent 
in 2006, while Toronto re¬ 


ceived 29 per cent fewer 
newcomers in the same pe¬ 
riod, as did other tradition¬ 
al gateway cities, such as 
Vancouver, Montreal and 
Ottawa. 

The suburbanization 
trends, partially a result of 
Ottawa’s push to spread 
immigrants evenly across 
the country, have led to a 
lose-lose situation for large 
and small communities 


alike: While big cities are 
finding it harder to meet 
their labour needs with the 
exodus of well-educated 
and highly skilled immi¬ 
grants, their smaller coun¬ 
terparts struggle to accom¬ 
modate the influx. 

“This report shows we 
need a new collaborative 
approach to immigration 
policy and settlement,” 
said the municipal federa¬ 
tion’s president, Jean Per¬ 
rault, mayor of Sher¬ 
brooke, Que. “Municipal 
governments are where im¬ 
migrants go first for help, 
but we are not consulted 


on immigration policies or 
programs and we do not 
have the resources to pro¬ 
vide the needed services. 
It’s time for a change.” 

The federation, which 
represents 1,775 communi¬ 
ties covering 90 per cent of 
the population, said munic¬ 
ipalities need federal fund¬ 
ing to provide culturally 
sensitive services, such as 
translating garbage pickup 
schedules, more affordable 
housing, recreational pro¬ 
grams, public health servic¬ 
es and new ways to deliver 
services to newcomers.

Fritzl sentenced to life 
in psychiatric ward 


courts Josef Fritzl was sen¬ 
tenced to life in a psychi¬ 
atric institution on Thurs¬ 
day for locking up and rap¬ 
ing his daughter over 24 
years, fathering seven chil¬ 
dren with her, and causing 
the death of an infant son.

Fritzl had pleaded guilty 
in the four-day trial to in¬ 
cest, rape, enslavement, 
coercion and murder, by 
neglect for confining his 
daughter, now 42, in a pur¬ 
pose-built, windowless cel¬ 
lar under his home for al¬ 
most a quarter century.

place has exposed the 
tactics used by door-to- 
door salespeople work¬ 
ing for some big energy 
companies. 


Most everyone has heard 
complaints about sales 
agents selling contracts for 
natural gas and electricity, 
and using their powers of 
persuasion to get you to 
sign up and lock in to a 
fixed price. It’s a decision 
that could save or cost you 
hundreds of dollars. 

With so much at stake, 
the sales people are sup¬ 
posed to follow provincial 
codes of conduct govern¬ 
ing their behaviour during 
the sales pitch. 

The rules state they can’t 


How not to get had:

mislead consumers, make 
false statements, misrepre¬ 
sent who they are, nor can 
they exert undue pressure. 

But during sales pitches 
caught on tape in a hidden 
camera investigation, 
every sales agent is seen 
overstepping the rules. 

One salesperson record- 


sucked in by the high 
pressure sales tactics em¬ 
ployed by some. 

ed during the investigation 
promises that signing up 
for an electricity contract 
would lead to savings: “In 
five years guaranteed. 
There’s no way the price of 
hydro is going to stay the 
same as it is today.” 

In fact, over the last 10 
years, when comparing the 


best gas prices of retailers 
to the prices of the public 
utility in Ontario, 44 per 
cent of the time con¬ 
sumers would have lost 
money by locking in; 56 
per cent of the time, they 
would have saved. As for 
electricity, consumers have 
fared far worse. Using On¬ 
tario data since August 
2005, fully 100 per cent of 
the time consumers would 
have lost money by signing 
up for even the best retail¬ 
er rate compared to the 
public utility. 


Shane Pospisil of the On¬ 
tario Energy Association is 
a top lobbyist for the in¬ 
dustry. He concedes that 
the pitches caught on cam¬ 
era misrepresent the con¬ 
tract being offered. “We 
would find this behaviour 
unacceptable,” and adds 
that “major self-regulatory 
initiatives (are) underway.”

Some films are best tested 
with a clean slate — that 
is, if you have no 
preconceptions about 
them whatsoever. Duplici¬ 
ty is probably not one of 
those movies. 

For instance, you should 
know that, contraiy to the 
fact Duplicity was written 
and directed by Tony 
Gilroy, it’s much less pen¬ 
sive than his directorial de¬ 
but Michael Clayton. In 
fact, it plays more in tone 
like a cross between 
Ocean’s Eleven and Mr. & 
Mrs. Smith. 

Also, be warned — Du¬ 
plicity has a convoluted 
plot that, in spite of its 
lightness, carries the hefti¬ 
ness of a giant. 

A romantic-thriller set in 


the world of corporate es¬ 
pionage, Clive Owen and 
Julia Roberts are well-cast 
as two global agents 
turned corporate spies 
with a sketchy past. 

See, before stumbling in¬ 
to each other in the private 
world, Roberts romanced 
Owen before drugging and 
commandeering Egyptian 
air defence codes in his 
possession. Now working 
on opposing sides of rival 
pharmaceutical giants, the 
pair are either rekindling 
their love or conspiring 


for revenge against each 
other — we’re never sure, 
and a constant flood of 
flashbacks only add to the 
confusion. 

Now there’s no denying 
the chemistry between 
Roberts and Owen (remem¬ 
ber how good they were to¬ 
gether in 2004’s Closer?) 
and Gilroy’s panache for 
style and dialogue certain¬ 
ly carries a lot of weight 
but as clever and adept as 
his script is at creating un¬ 
certainty in his characters’ 
motives, it’s also the film’s 


fatal deficiency. 

Sure, there is some fun 
play, but after a while all 
that (ah-hem) duplicity be¬ 
tween Owen and Roberts 
feels pretty cumbersome 
to a simple moviegoer 
looking for escape on a Fri¬ 
day night.

Combining elements of 
numerology, theology, fa¬ 
talism and the notion of 
alien life in what is 
basically a glorified disas¬ 
ter movie, Knowing 
accomplishes the improb¬ 
able combination of 
giving us way too much 
and yet not enough. 

When his son’s school 
unearths a 50-year-old 
time capsule, troubled pro¬ 
fessor John Koestler (Nico¬ 
las Cage) comes across an 
odd document scribbled 
with seemingly random 
numbers. 

During a bout of 
whiskey-soaked inspira¬ 
tion, however, Koestler dis¬ 
covers that each set of dig¬ 
its provides the dates and 
locations of every major 
disaster that’s occurred 


since the capsule’s burial. 

Impossible, right? 

Wrong. And worse, he de¬ 
termines that a few of the 
dates are about to arrive 
sending Koestler forth on a 
race to prevent devastation. 

Of course there’s more 
to it than that — like 
creepy albino humanoids 
that inexplicably appear in 
the distance for no appar¬ 
ent reason or the mysteri¬ 
ously-placed black stones 
that seem harder to clean 
up than sand in shag car¬ 
peting. But many of these 
strange occurrences, al¬ 
though nifty enough, just 
seem unnecessarily incon¬ 
sequential. 

No stranger to science 
fiction, director Alex 
Proyas (I, Robot) may have 
been too wrapped up in 
the mystery of it all to just 
focus in the area where he 
truly succeeds: The action. 

Whether it’s the film’s 
remarkable subway wreck 
or a mesmerizing plane 
crash, Proyas captures a 
sense of great intensity in 
these epic sequences that’s 
sorely lacking in the rest of 
the movie.

I Love You, Man is a star- 
filled and unabashed com¬ 
edy that leaves the 
audience feeling pleasant 
whether they like it or not. 

Normally this type of 
filmmaking can be irritat¬ 
ingly predictable, but 
writer/director John Ham¬ 
burg packed his cast with 
the right talent and toys 
with conventions just 
enough to make audiences 
remember why the well- 
worn formulas worked so 
well in the first place. 

In keeping with the out¬ 
put of club Apatow, this 
movie is both realistically 
raunchy and surprisingly 
sweet, and features an 
unironic romantic. 

Paul Rudd stars as a re¬ 


cently engaged guy with 
no candidates for his best 
man. At the encourage¬ 
ment of his fiancee, Rudd 
embarks on a series of 
awkward man dates to find 
a new best friend. What 
follows is a hilarious and 
surprisingly insightful por¬ 
trait of male friendship as 
well as a gentle parody of 
romantic comedy conven¬ 
tions with two dudes as 
the onscreen couple. 


It’s an uncharacteristi¬ 
cally smart variation on 
the most popular contem¬ 
porary comedy form, aided 
by an absurdly funny cast. 

Rudd and Segel’s small 
guy/gangly guy duo look 
like a classic comedy team 
and their offscreen friend¬ 
ship gives them natural 
comedic chemistiy. 

If they were the only 
funny characters in the 
movie, it would score con¬ 


sistent laughs, but a vast 
supporting cast of comedi¬ 
ans that includes Jon 


Favreau, Andy Samberg, JK 
Simmons, Aziz Ansari and 
others takes the movie to 
another level. 

Almost eveiy scene con¬ 
tains a moment of hysteri¬ 
cal improvisation from the 
stacked cast, while still re¬ 
taining a strong structure 
from Hamburg’s clever 
script. 

This may not be a movie 
with ambitions of great¬ 
ness and it does have one 
unfortunately boring 
straight girl role for Rudd’s 
fiancee, but I Love You, 
Man still generates enough 
laughs to be easy crowd 
pleaser. Plus, it does it all 
without insulting your in¬ 
telligence. 

This is about as good as 
mainstream comedy gets.

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Buddy movies a favourite

he new issue of 
Vanity Fair says 
Paul Rudd may be¬ 
come “this genera¬ 
tion’s Jack Lem¬ 
mon.” It’s a particularly as¬ 
tute observation given the 
release of this weekend’s I 
Love You, Man, a buddy 
comedy co-starring Rudd 
and Jason Segel. They play 
an odd couple; BFFs with 
nothing in common except 
friendship. 

If that set-up sounds fa¬ 
miliar, it should. Lemmon 
was a buddy film pioneer 
and his popularity helped 
establish the genre as a top 
Flollywood moneymaker. 
As The Odd Couple’s Felix 
Unger he had the classic 
buddy picture one-liner, 
“I’m a neurotic nut, but 
you’re crazy,” a joke that 


wouldn’t be out-of-place in 
the third act of I Love You, 
Man. 

Without Lemmon bounc¬ 
ing wisecracks off a mis¬ 
matched on-screen pal in 
The Odd Couple, Buddy 
Buddy and even Grumpy 
Old Men, there may never 
have been a Planes, Trains 
and Automobiles, Pineapple 
Express or Swingers. 

There is an argument to 
be made that buddy come¬ 
dies have always been a Hol¬ 
lywood staple. It could be 
said that Abbott and Costel¬ 
lo or Laurel and Hardy were 
making buddy comedies 
long before Lemmon and 
Tony Curtis donned dresses 
and camped it up in Some 
Like It Hot, but for my mon¬ 
ey the Billy Wilder film 
about two musicians who 
witness the St. Valentine’s 
Day Massacre and flee the 
state disguised as women 
sets the template for the 
modern buddy movie. 

The basic formula is there 

— colliding personalities, 
wisecracks and comic con¬ 
flict between the two actors 

— but more important than

any of that is the chemistry 
between Lemmon and Cur¬ 
tis. Even though every bud¬ 
dy picture relies on tension 
between the leads, sparks 
have to fly between them or 
the whole thing will fall 
flat. Brett Ratner, director of 
Rush Hour, calls great 
chemistry between actors 
“an explosion in a bottle” 
and says it’s crucial to the 
success of any buddy pic. 

Since Some Like It Hot, 
producers have paired up a 
laundry list of actors search¬ 
ing for the perfect mix. 
Lemmon and Walter 
Matthau were journeymen 
of the genre, co-starring in 
six buddy pictures ranging 
from the sublime — The 
Odd Couple — to the ridicu¬ 


lous — Grumpier Old Men. 

Other less iconic one-off 
on-screen pals include Dan¬ 
ny DeVito and Arnold 
Schwarzenegger as frater¬ 
nal twins separated at birth 
in Twins, Blazing Saddles’ 
Gene Wilder and Cleavon 
Little, and Greg Kinnear and 
Pierce Brosnan as a down- 
on-his-luclc businessman 
and a has-been assassin in 
The Matador. 

There are as many kinds 
of buddy movies as there 
are kinds of buddies, so why 
have the movies endured 
and prospered over the 
years? Maybe it’s because 
they make good date 
movies. Perhaps men like 
them because they’re about 
male bonding and women 
like to see how men behave 
when they’re not around. 
“It’s amazing how different 
things are when guys are 
with guys and guys are with 
women,” says Bany Levin¬ 
son, director of the classic 
male bonding film Diner.

Pinocchio debuted at No. 
1 on both the Nielsen 
VideoScan First Alert sales 
chart, which tracks DVD 
and Blu-ray Disc sales com¬ 
bined, and Nielsen's Blu- 
ray Disc chart. 

Debuting at No. 2 on 
both charts was the come¬ 
dy Role Models, which 
earned $67.3 million in 
theaters. Role Models 
turned in a surprisingly 


strong sales debut, with 
studio sources reporting 
that 25 per cent of the ini¬ 
tial shipment was 
snatched up by consumers 
in the first day. After six 
days, a whopping 70 per 
cent of inventory was 
gone, translating into first- 
week sales of more than 2 
million units.

Music fans watching wallets

David Silverberg is your 
typical music fan. The 
Toronto-based writer buys 
about seven albums a year 
and goes to shows every 
six weeks. Or at least 
that’s what he did until 
the recession forced him 
to take a hard look at how 
he spends his cash. 

“I’m definitely buying 
less music and going to 
less concerts,” he says. “I 
can put my money towards 
more applicable things. 
Concerts are nice an enjoy¬ 
able, but not necessary.” 

Thousands of music 
lovers across Canada are 
dealing with the same fi¬ 
nancial dilemmas as Sil¬ 
verberg right now, and 
many are choosing to cut 
back on their music con¬ 
sumption. 

Aaron Brophy, Chartat- 
taclc.corn’s managing edi¬ 
tor, says the fans who will 
abandon their regular con¬ 
cert-going routine first will 
be people who have lost

their jobs. “They won’t be 
purchasing tickets or al¬ 
bums or band t-shirts any¬ 
more,” he says. 

Luckily, in the Internet 
era, cash strapped fans can 
connect to artists in ways 
other than buying albums. 
Silverberg has turned to 
MySpace, where many acts 
stream full albums, and he 
frequents a Toronto Blues 
bar Tuesday nights because 
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the music is good and, 
more importantly, free. 

Legal downloading is an¬ 
other way to listen to mu¬ 
sic relatively cheaply. Digi¬ 
tal albums often cost less 
and buying a few 99 cent 
tracks won’t hurt the pock¬ 
et book as much. 

“Pursuing legal down¬ 
loads is the way things are 
going, and you would 
think that might speed 
up,” says Paul Gagnon, who 
teaches financial strategies 
at Toronto’s Harris Insti¬ 
tute, a music management 
school. “Hopefully people 
do capitalize on that idea. 
It only makes more sense 
now to focus on digital de¬ 
livery for content.” 

Clearly, people’s music 


buying habits will shift if 
the recession continues, 
but so will the way they 
find out about upcoming 
bands. At the beginning of 
the year Chart Magazine 
abandoned its print prod¬ 
uct to go exclusively on¬ 
line, MuchMusic cancelled 
The New Music in Decem¬ 
ber, and now a funding 
shortfall at Canada’s pub¬ 
lic broadcaster could put 
indie music station CBC 
Radio 3 in jeopardy. 

“Cancelling these pro¬ 
grams affects the artists 
and the potential fan base 
for those artists,” says 
Gagnon. “Will they still get 
exposure elsewhere off of 
TV?” 

The answer to that is

yes, though it might be¬ 
come harder to reach that 
critical mass if music news 
is found on disparate 
blogs. However, while 
there are more music blogs 
than ever for fans to pe¬ 
ruse, Brophy thinks people 
will continue to turn to 
brand name publications 
to get their music fix. 

“(Blogs are) fun, but in 
the long run, actual report¬ 
ing with depth and diverse 
content will win out,” he 
says. 

Gagnon agrees. “It’s not 
too late for music maga¬ 
zine’s to build their brand 
online,” he explains. “They 
still have the best access to 
artists and have talented 
writers. They can capital¬ 
ize on that.” 

Silverberg was never an 
avid music mag reader, so 
the decline of Chart, Harp 
and others, hasn’t affected 
him too much. His method 
of staying in the know is 
not only cheap, it’s the 
main way music fans have 
been connecting to artists 
for decades. 

“It’s about word of 
mouth,” he says. “I have 
friends that are inside the 
music scene, so I just listen 
to them.”

magine this: After 
years of false starts and 
disappointments, 
things finally click for 
your new band. Not on¬ 
ly does your debut record 
sell more than 15 million 
copies, but also becomes 
one of the cornerstones of 
the grunge revolution and 
a staple of Gen X’s musical 
diet forevermore. 

Now imagine this: No 
matter how many people 
tell you that your record is 
great, you still hate how it 
sounds. Welcome to the 
world of Pearl Jam and 
their Ten album. 

But come Tuesday, the 
band will finally get what 
they’ve always wanted: A 
version of Ten that meets 
with their approval. They 
tapped their favourite pro¬ 
ducer, Brendan O’Brien, to 
remix it using its original 
parts. Think “refurbish¬ 
ment” instead of “renova¬ 
tion.” 


“We put a lot of work in¬ 
to that record,” guitarist 
Stone Gossard told me, 
“and I think in the end, we 
were happy with it. But as 
much as we love (Ten pro¬ 
ducer Tim Palmer), it’s re¬ 
ally exciting to go back 
and revisit it.” 

Few bands ever get this 
kind of musical mulligan. 
“(Brendan) tweaked the 
colour and the sound,” 
says Stone, “You can hear a 
lot more energy coming 
out of it.” 

“I think it was more 
about production values,” 
Eddie Vedder confided to 
me, “It wasn’t how it was 


played. There were certain 
things done in the studio to 
accentuate this part or that 
part — an effect or an echo. 
Looking back, it feels like 
artificial atmosphere. On 
the remixed version, it gets 
stripped down a bit and be¬ 
comes closer to what the 
initial core of what that 
music was at the time.” 

I must confess that even 
after talking to Pearl Jam, I 
wasn’t convinced — until I 
heard the new version. The 
guitars are ... bigger, fatter, 
better. The mix seems 
cleaner and the music has 
extra clarity. Even though 
I’ve heard songs from Ten

countless times since it 
was released on Aug. 27, 
1991, I heard bits in the 
new mix that I had never 
heard before. 

Put aside your scepti¬ 
cism. This version of Ten is 
better than the original in 
every way. And if you get 
the chance, listen to the 
new vinyl edition. 

“That’s the thing you get 
to do if you stick around 
long enough,” adds Stone. 
Guitarist Mike McCready 
jumps in. “It only takes 20 
years.” 

Well, 17 years, 6 months 
and 26 days. But who’s 
counting?

Doiron chronicles emotional rebirth

If there’s any indie rocker 
that you’d want as your 
mom, it’s got to be Julie 
Doiron. The New 
Brunswick-based singer- 
songwriter’s three kids are 
just learning about music 
and what better teacher to 
have than this former 
Eric’s Trip darling. 

“My 14-year-old son has 
been playing guitar for a 
year,” she says. “But he 
plays more when I sit down 
with him and teach him.” 

A few more lessons and, 
who knows, he might lead 
another East Coast rock 
revolution like Eric’s Trip 
did in the early ’90s. And, 
if he, or Doiron’s two girls, 
decides to make a serious 
go at a music career, she 
obviously can’t stop them. 

“I would have to support 
them,” she says. “But it’s up 
to them. I’m not going to 
push them to do anything.” 

If they do get serious 
about a music career, at 
least they have a good mu¬ 
sical role model to look up 
to. Doiron has one of the 
more eclectic Canadian ca¬ 
reers, signing to Sub Pop 


with Eric’s Trip in 1993, 
winning a Juno seven years 
later, and she’s just re¬ 
leased I Can Wonder What 
You Did with Your Day, her 
ninth solo album. 

Unlike her previous disc, 
the Polaris Prize nominat¬ 
ed Woke Myself Up, Do¬ 
iron’s latest is a rockier, lo- 
fi affair reminiscent of her 
Eric’s Trip past. It’s also 
much more upbeat than a 
lot of her previous albums. 

“Right now I’m a pretty 
happy person,” she says. 
“It took a long time to un¬ 


derstand how to find that. 
I had a good marriage, the 
most amazing kids, but I 
was having a hard time 
finding a balance.” 

In order to get to a more 
positive place, she had to 
separate from her husband 
and learn how to love again. 

You’d think after an or¬ 
deal like that she’d be full 
of somber, introspective 
songs, but she reveals that 
she had trouble writing 
while her marriage was 
breaking up. 

“I didn’t write any songs

for the first year of having 
separated,” she explains. “I 
didn’t want to write about 
that. I actually didn’t want 
to write about anything. 
But then I started to fall in 
love again.” 

The result is an album 
about discoveiy and emo¬ 
tional rebirth. “It’s about 
discovering someone new, 
being happy to be alive, sur¬ 
viving a breakup and realiz¬ 
ing there is going to more 
after that,” she says. “That’s 
not it until you die.” 

While the happier lyrics 
are refreshing, Doiron has¬ 
n’t turned into a twee pop 
act. There’s still moments 
of longing, confusion and 
doubt that puts a precari¬ 
ous spin on her newfound 
feelings. 

“I’m never full on jolly,” 
she makes sure to point 
out. “I definitely feel bet¬ 
ter, but the record feels 
pretty human to me.”

Directors, actors and critics 
paid tribute to Natasha 
Richardson yesterday after 
her death the day prior,

Britain’s bestselling daily 
tabloids the Daily Mirror 
and The Sun dedicated their 
front pages to the news, ex¬ 
pressing shock felt by the 
family and wider public 


that what had seemed a rel¬ 
atively minor fall on the 
slopes ended tragically 
In a statement released 
just before midnight Lon¬ 
don time, family 
spokesman Alan Nierob 
said: “Liam Neeson, his 
sons, and the entire family 
are shocked and devastated 
by the tragic death of their 
beloved Natasha. They are 


profoundly grateful for the 
support, love and prayers of 
eveiyone, and ask for priva¬ 
cy during this veiy difficult 
time.” 

Richardson had been hos¬ 
pitalized in New York since 
Tuesday, surrounded by her 
husband, actor Liam Nee¬ 
son, her two sons Michael, 
13, and Daniel Jack, 12, and 
members of her immediate 


family including her moth¬ 
er, actress Vanessa Red¬ 
grave. 

Film maker Ken Russell, 
who directed Richardson in 
the 1986 film Gothic, said 
the actress was “always 
poised, prepared, focused 
and veiy, very bright. 

“Her beauty was golden,” 
he wrote in The Times of 
London. “That’s the word 


that keeps coming to mind 
... She was one of the few 
actresses who was as smart 
as she was pretty, and as 
gentle as she was fierce.” 

Lindsay Lohan, who 
starred with Richardson in 
the 1998 comedy The Par¬ 
ent Trap, called her “a won¬

Jon Stewart's slams called unfair 



Jon Stewart has criticized CNBC for failing to expose problems with banks and lenders. 


NBC Universal Chief 
Executive Jeff Zucker fired 
back at comedian Jon Stew¬ 
art recently, saying it was 
“unfair” and “absurd” for the 
funnyman to criticize CNBC 
and question its coverage of 
financial news. 

“Everybody wants to 
find a scapegoat. That’s hu¬ 
man nature,” Zucker said 
during a keynote address 
at a media industry confer¬ 
ence. “But to suggest that 
the business media or CN¬ 
BC was responsible for 
what is going on now is ab¬ 
surd. 

“Just because someone 
who mocks authority says 
something doesn’t make it 
so,” Zucker said, describing 
the comedian’s comments 
as “completely out of line.” 

Zucker’s comments are 
the latest salvo in a war of 
words with Stewart, who 
hosts the mock news pro¬ 
gram The Daily Show with 
Jon Stewart on the Comedy 
Central cable television 
network. 

Stewart has blasted CN- 
BC’s reporting of the finan-

cial market meltdown, say¬ 
ing the channel was too 
cozy with corporate chiefs 
and key government offi¬ 
cials. 

Speaking later on 
Wednesday at the same 
event, Viacom chief execu¬ 
tive Philippe Dauman de¬ 
fended Stewart, among the 
top stars of his company’s 
Comedy Central network. 

“He’s very smart and has 
a connection with the Zeit¬ 


geist,” Dauman said. “Jon 
Stewart’s one of the few 
people on air who spoke to 
what people were thinking 
out there.” 

Stewart has lobbed par¬ 
ticularly harsh criticism at 
CNBC commentator Jim 
Cramer, and last week in¬ 
vited him for an appear¬ 
ance on the comedy show, 
where he hammered the 
guest for his coverage of 
Wall Street. 

“Listen, you knew what 
the banks were doing, yet 
were touting it for months 
and months,” Stewart said 
during his March 12 show. 
“The entire network was. 
Now to pretend that this 
was some sort of crazy, 
once-in-a-lifetime tsunami 
that nobody could have 
seen coming is disingenu¬ 
ous at best and criminal at 
worst.” 

Zucker, speaking at the 
McGraw-Hill Media Sum¬ 
mit in New York Wednes¬ 
day, said that CNBC’s re¬ 
porters and commentators 
had done a “terrific” job 
and the network remained 


a “go-to” place for financial 
news. 

“It’s unfair to CNBC and 
to the business media in 
general,” Zucker said. “I 


don’t think you can blame 
what happened here on 
the business media.” 

Zucker said he felt the 
public was tired of hearing 


the media blamed for its 
coverage of financial news. 
“Frankly, I already think 
you’re seeing a backlash,” 
he said. reuters

Salmon Cakes 
with Creamy 
Tomato Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

1/4 cup (50 ml) sun-dried 
tomatoes (not oil packed) 

4 garlic cloves, peeled 
1/3 cup (75 ml) plain fat- 
free yogurt 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) hot red pep¬ 
per sauce 

1 large baking potato, 
thinly sliced 

1 can (14 3/4 ounces) pink 
salmon, drained 

2 tbsp (25 ml) plus H cup 
plain dried bread crumbs 
1/2 cup minced fresh dill 
1 tbsp (15 ml) capers, 
rinsed and drained 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 
1 tbsp (15 ml) olive oil 

METHOD: 

1. Cook sun-dried 
tomatoes and 2 garlic 
cloves in small pot of boil¬ 
ing water for 3 minutes. 
Drain, reserving 1/3 cup 
(75 ml) cooking liquid. 
Transfer tomatoes and gar¬ 
lic to mini food processor. 
Add reserved cooking liq¬ 
uid, yogurt and hot pepper 


sauce, and puree. 

2. Meanwhile, cook potato 
and remaining 2 garlic 
cloves in medium pot of 
boiling water until tender, 
about 7 minutes. Drain 
and transfer to large bowl. 
With potato masher, mash 
potato and garlic. 

3. Stir in salmon, 2 tbsp 
(25 ml) bread crumbs, dill, 
capers and salt. Shape 
salmon mixture into 8 
cakes. 

4. Heat oil in large 
nonstick skillet over medi¬ 
um heat. Dredge salmon 
cakes in remaining 1/2 cup 
bread crumbs. Add to skil¬ 
let and saute until golden 
brown and heated 
through, about 3 minutes 
per side. Serve with toma¬ 
to sauce.
